Brnner.

The new system should h,, in operation within the next

When installation of the cen­
tral board Is complete, the city's
three fire stations will have only
one telephone number— a cum-
be -sonic, four-digit number. The
new number will be 3126.

The old emergency number 23
and the business number- 491
will be discarded as soon as
the new board is in, Bonne-
Bald. Persons calling the old
number will automatically get
the central switchboard.

Chief Benner reminded per­
sons calling the department
from dial phones or from phonos'

with other than the Torrance
exchange that they must ask
for "Tlic Torrance Mrc Depart­
ment." Persons calling from Lo-
mita, FRontlcr, MEnlo, or
TErminal numbers and asking
for the fire department will not
get Torrance, he warned.

Switchboard operators will be
trained ^imong members of the
department. Benner said. The
man on watch will operate the
hoard. In time, every man n
the department will he able to
handle the phone board, the
Chief said.
